Family Representatives Attend Historic Ground-breaking

Last Saturday, the day was warm 
and sunny when approximately 150 
people gathered together to celebrate 
the ground-breaking for two historic 
buildings: the Samuel R. Kingsley house 
and the Peter C. Bird house. The pro- 
gram was held in the beautiful Historic 
Park in downtown Romulus. 

Approximately 14 members of the 
Romulus Historical Society dressed in 
period clothing representing either the 
1860s or the 1890s. The Riverside Big 
Band played both before and after the 
program.

A brief history of each house was 
given. 

The Peter C. Bird house, built in 
1878, was first owned by Peter C. and 
his wife, Mary Jane (Morris) Bird.

Consumer Alert on Toxic Pesticide 

The Michigan Department of Agri- 
culture (MDA) is currently investigating 
the presence of Methyl Parathion (a 
highly toxic, restricted-use pesticide) in 
pest-control products which may be 
used by unsuspecting consumers for 
indoor insect pest control. At this point 
in the investigation, the MDA is issuing 
a consumer advisory for the following 
products which may contain Methyl 
Parathion: Hudson's Ant and Roach 
Killerand Dynamite Roach Killer. These 
products are in liquid form. Consumers 
Should also avoid any Suspicious 
pesticide purchased in a container with 
no label. Anyone wanting more infor- 
mation about the health impacts of 
Methyl Parathion can call the MDA at 
517-373-1087. 
DNR Proposes License Fee Increases 

Hunting and fishing in Michigan 
would become more expensive under a 
proposal thatthe Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) recently introduced. 
The DNR wants to raise the cost of 
fishing licenses for Michigan residents 
from $10:35 to $13. Hunting licenses 
are proposed for $13. There would be 
significant increases for seniors’ licenses 
and arequirement that 14- and 15-year- 
olds be licensed for the first time at half 
the cost of an adult license. Non-resi- 
dent fees would be raised from $20.85 
to $25. License fees were last increased 
in 1986. The DNR will hold 12 public 
forums around the State seeking input 
on the fee increases. 
Public Won't Support Repeal of 
school Code 

A move torepealthe State's School 
Code has been stopped in its tracks — 
due, in part, to the efforts of lawmakers 
and concerned citizens who voiced their 


_ opinion that, by repealing the Code, the 


State might be "throwing the baby out 
with the bath water." 

Governor Engler's proposal to throw 
out State regulations for schools and 
allow districts to establish their own will 
be toned down. Aslower, more sensible 
"revision" of the current School Code is 
considered to be a better solution for 
our schools. 

The Chair of the House Democratic 
Task Force on Education has traveled 
the State, conducting several public 
hearings. Representative Jim Agee (D- 
Muskegon) believes that it is becoming 
obvious to those who oppose the repeal 
of the School Code that a majority of the 
people want us to take a closer and 
more responsible look at reforming our 
education system.

A Renowned Consumer Advocate 
Slams Product Liability Bill 

-Nationalconsumer advocate Ralph 
Nader began his fight last week against 
the Republican bill (SB 344) to restrict 
lawsuits against manufacturers of faulty 
products. 

Nader says this legislation would 
weaken judicial law and order against 
corporate wrongdoers and regulate our 
courts — all for the corporate funders of 
Governor Engler’s political career. He 
also states that it is reflective of a gov- 
ernor who puts political ambition above 
the health, safety, and justice of the 
people he's elected to serve. Nader 
says that if the bill passes the Legisla- 
ture, he'll push for a Statewide vote to 
overturn it. 

Michigan Is a Step Closer To Open 
Presidential Primary 

Currently, under the Michigan Elec- 
tion Law, a voter must declare a party 
preference within 30 days of a presi- 
dential primary election to be eligible to 
vote in that election, and then can only 
vote for a candidate of that party. House 
Bill 4435 would amend the election law 
to eliminate the party preference re- 
quirements (thus establishing an open 
presidential primary) and would delete 
references to the party preferences of 
voters from various sections of the act, 
including such references on registra- 
tion documents.

Who discovered 
radioactivity? 


Marie Curie probably 
never dreamed she would 
grow up to be one of the 
most famous scientists in 
the world when she was a 
little girl in Poland. 

Both Marie and her older 
sister Bronya wanted to go 
to school at the Sorbonne 
In Paris because in those 
days, girls weren't allowed 
to go to college in Poland. 
Marie's family didn’t have 
enough moncy to send both 
daughters so Marie told her 
sister to go. 

Finally, when she was 24, 
Marie went to the Sorbonne 
loo. She was very poor and 
often ate only bread and tea. 


Marie married a fellow 
scientist, Pierre Curie, when 
she was 27 and they began 
to work together. 

Their most famous dis- 
covery was radioactivity, in 
particular two radioactive 
elements — radium and 
polonium. Although radia- 
tion can be used to treat can- 
cer, too much of it is lethal. 
and Marte’s life was short- 
ened by her dangerous 
work. 

Nevertheless, Marie 
Curie’s discoveries were so 
Important that she won the 
Nobel Prize in 1911. Albert 
lsinstem admired her, and so 
do scientists everywhere.

Most tests test what you know rather than how smart you 
are. Teachers know this and so sometimes they make up trick 
tests that don’t ask you anything you've studied but try to 
test other qualities like your creativity or your ability to fol- 
low directions.

Birds lived there with their nine children: 
Alice, Arthur, Anna, Richard, William, 
Carrie, Edith, Hiram, and Peter. 

Sometime after Peter C. Bird's death 
in 1912, both his house and farm were 
sold to James Lyons and his wife, Alicia 
(Richards) Lyons. As ateenager, James 
Lyons had helped in the building of this 
brick, Italianate house, and to own it 
was his longtime dream. The couple 
had three children: William, Morris, and 
Martha. Descendants of this family still 
live in the area today. 

In approximately 1923, Walter and 
Theresa Smolen purchased the house 
and 160 acres of land. The Smolens' 
children were: Mary, Theresa (Betty), 
Lottie (June); Irene (Rose), Frank, John, 
Julia, Klara (Bonnie), Joe, and Mike — 
10 in all! After Mrs. Smolen's death in 
1945, negotiations were made and Betty 
Smolen remained at the homestead. 
She kept the house until just recently, 
when the Wayne County Airport expan: 
sion forced her to sell. It is hoped that 
the house will be moved by the County 
of Wayne and donated to the City of 
Romulus. Negotiations are now in 
progress. 

In 1855, Samuel R. Kingsley, Sr., 
and his wife Polly purchased the prop- 
erty where the Kingsley house now 
Stands. Here he made his home andran 
Kingsley's general store and post of- 
fice. Samuel and Polly Kingsley had 
eight children: William, Sarah, John, 
Orrin, Samuel R. Jr., Mary, Rhoda, and 
Zacariah. The home was located at 
Pullens Corners, the center of town in 
the early days of Romulus' settlement. 

In 1880, Samuel Kingsley Jr. pur- 
chased the property from his father: 
later, in 1901, Samuel and Clara 
Kingsley sold the home and moved to 
downtown Romulus. It is not known 
who owned this house until Albert and 
Sophia Ozga purchased it and 80 acres 
in August of 1917. 

The Ozga family helped build a 
new general store, and family members 
operated it for years. Albert and Sophia 


reared six children: Pauline, Walter, 
Stella, Eleanore, Mae, and Stanley. Af- 
terher marriage to Stanley Smitt, daugh- 
ter Pauline and her new husband con- 
tinued to live in the Kingsley home with 
Pauline's parents. The house was also 
the site of daughter Eleanore's wedding 
toa Mr. Bodis in 1935. Albert and Sophia 
sold their home in 1937; it is not known 
who the later owners were. If anyone 
has information concerning the owner 
or owners of the Kingsley home after 
1937, please contact the Romulus His- 
torical Society at the Museum (Sunday 
afternoons) orby calling 942-2340 (Sun- 
day afternoons). 

In1993, Eugene and Sylvia Perecki 
donated the S.R. Kingsley house to the 
City of Romulus. With the help of Block 
Grant funds, the house is scheduled to 
be moved to the Historic Park in the 
near future. 

The ground-breaking ceremony 
was attended by many relatives and 
descendants of the owners of the Peter
